with other n ation s establishin g tho relation 
of silver to gold , an d that the silver coin ­ 
age legislation then proposed would flood 
this coun try with silver; that gold would 
be exported in large quan tities, an d that 
our securities would con sequen tly d epreci­ 
ate. 
The gold men then pred icted un iversal 
d istress as sure to come.

actual experien ce had taken tho place of 
speculation ;

Tho presid en t had

“the ceaseless stream that threaten ed to 
overflow” etc. We wore to un d erstan d then , 
that this silver d ollar is an hon est d ollar 
when absorbed by the people but d ishon est 
when offered to the txjn d hoid ers.

Wo had n ot been in formed 
that an y un usual exportation of gold had 
occurred , n o.* that gold an d silver had parted 
compan y.

A Ta le G eologist D efends the Inspira tion 
of Genesis. 
New H aven, Conn., 
Jan. 19.— Professor 
J. D. Dana, the eminent geologist of Yale 
delivered the first of his series of lectures on 
“Evolution,” founded on the first chap ter of 
Genesis, in Peabody museum Saturday. 
Among other things he said: 
“The only 
source of information on the creation which 
we have is this first chapter of Genesis, and 
this must bo insp ired. 
There would he no 
object in p utting this descrip tion of tho cre­ 
ation in the Bible had it been untrue. 
The 
order of the creation must, for scientific 
reasons, have taken p lace as described in 
tho .Bible. 
The created works mark off 
grand ep ochs in the world’s history.. There 
is a system in the arrangement of tho crea­ 
tion. 
Of the six days the first three were 
devoted to the creation of inorganic matter, 
the last three to organic light was created. 
In tho first, cosmical light; and, in the 
second, tho light of the sun, moon, and 
stars. 
On 
the 
last 
day 
of

p lant 
were 
created, 
and 
on 
the 
last 
day 
of 
the second series 
man was made in God’s image. 
Geology 
p roves that everything which exists must 
have had a beginning. 
Science accords 
with matter. 
On the first day of each of 
these divisions the Bible in that light must 
have existed. 
Plants must have existed 
before animals, to feed them and to absorb 
the carbonic acid in the air. 
The word 
‘day’ is a stumbling-block in the way of 
many, for the earth could not have been 
created in six days of twenty-four hours, 
and to narrow^ down days to such a limit 
is trivial. 
It is imp robable that Moses, 
who wrote of God th at a thousand years 
in 
his 
sight 
are 
but 
as 
yesterday, 
eound 
have 
in 
his 
descrip tion 
of the creation meant days of twenty-four 
hours each. 
There is BO reason to sup p ose 
that in the*creation of p lants all p lants were 
brought into existence at once, but that 
there was a growth here, as iu everything, 
from the lower to tho higher order, which 
agrees with science. 
Tho question is op en, 
whether one form of m atter can change into 
another form of m atter, but th® evolution of 
m atter into man is imp ossible.. If by evo­ 
lution man could have been formed from
